DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/14/08 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4,8 and 10-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose a method of making a heat exchanger 
as claimed. In particular, references to Fujinama (JP 408501 3)and Yokoda (JP 072655649) are 
the closest prior art but fails to disclose a step of coating the surfaces of the framework, fin set, 
heat transfer tube with absorbents and controlling airflow inside the heat exchanger such that the 
air velocity is between 0.5 and 1.5 meter per second, in conjunction with other limitations in the 
claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
